HE  late  Edward  Perry  Warren  was  tor  years  associated  with 


the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  so  was  admirably  equipped 


for  the  business  of  forming  a  collection  that  reflects  the  taste  of  a 
person  of  culture  and  discrimination. 

This  collection  can  be  roughly  divided  into  two  groups:  objects  of 
utility  and  of  aesthetic  value.  The  first  is  largely  composed  of  English 
furniture  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries  and  a  number  of 
American  Colonial  pieces,  outstanding  among  which  is  the  mahogany 
furniture  of  the  Chippendale  period.  A  tripod  table  with  'pie  crust'  top 
[No.  187]  is  superbly  carved  on  the  pedestal  and  tripod  in  a  design  of 
trailing  vines:  an  upholstered  settee  and  armchair  in  the  French  taste 
[Nos.  184  and  190]  exemplify  the  strong  influence  that  the  ebenlstes  of 
eighteenth  century  France  exerted  over  cabinetmakers  of  other  countries. 
To  such  a  degree  is  this  apparent  in  the  settee  that  a  cursory  glance 
leads  one  to  believe  that  it  must  be  of  continental  origin:  but  the  fact  that 
the  carving  of  the  arms  has  a  distinct  English  feeling  refutes  this  supposi- 
tion. Several  pairs  of  Chippendale  chairs  are  extremely  fine.  One  pair 
[No.  198]  with  carved  backs  in  the  Gothic  taste  and  uncommon  molded 
legs  and  stretchers  is  matched  by  two  corner  chairs  with  the  same  quality 
of  carving  on  the  splats.  Of  the  later  period  are  two  Hepplewhite  side 
chairs  [Nos.  134  and  135]  that  have  beautifully  carved  wheel  backs  and 
are  as  fine  as  any  ottered  at  public  sale  for  some  years.  The  American 
Colonial  pieces  include  a  Chippendale  lowboy  or  dressing  table  [No.  166] 
in  mahogany  with  beautiful  finish,  the  caned  shells  on  the  legs  presuppos- 
ing a  Philadelphia  origin  for  the  piece. 

An  earlier  century  is  represented  by  a  number  of  Jacobean  and  Stuart 
carved  and  paneled  oak  court  cupboards,  refectory  tables,  chests  and  Bible 
boxes.  Cromwellian  chairs,  and  cabinets,  among  which  is  a  James  I  chest 
[No.  225]  finely  carved  and  dated  1608.  which  has  acquired  a  beautiful 
patina. 

Very  interesting  from  an  aesthetic  point  of  view  are  the  Graeco- 
Roman  marbles  consisting  of  jardinieres  and  statuary,  and  the  Apulian 
pottery  kraters  and  smaller  vessels  exhibiting  the  red  and  black  figure 
technique.  Objects  of  the  Renaissance  include  a  bronze  statuette  [No.  55] 
attributed  to  the  Venetian  sculptor  and  medalist.  Vittore  Gambello  (called 
Camelio).  It  represents  a  wrestler  standing  on  guard,  and  is  similar  to 
the  figure  in  the  Museo  Nazionale.  Florence,  and  others  in  well  known 
collections. 

Textiles  included  range  in  variety  from  Genoese  velvets  of  the  six- 
teenth century  to  brocades  and  damasks  of  the  Louis  Quinze  and  Louis 
Seize  epochs:  deserving  special  mention  is  the  group  of  Janina  seventeenth 


and  eighteenth  century  silk-embroidered  linens  [Nos.  84-1 11].  These  are 
especially  fine  fabrics,  and  testify  to  a  connoisseurship  in  this  field. 

Lastly,  the  small  group  of  near  Eastern  rugs  comprises  a  Kouba 
carpet,  circa  1700;  a  fine  Oushak  prayer  rug  of  the  seventeenth  century; 
and  several  Asia  Minor  prayer  rugs  of  a  later  period. 

The  collection  is  offered  at  unrestricted  public  sale  by  order  of  Mr. 
C.  J.  Murray  West,  heir  of  the  late  Edward  Perry  Warren,  and  was 
removed  from  "Few  Acres",  the  summer  home  of  the  late  Mr.  Warren 
at  Westbrook.  Maine.
